REMARKS 

Claims 1-9 are pending in this application. Claims 1-9 have 
been rejected. 

The Information Disclosure Statement has been objected to for 
failing to provide a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office. A copy of 
the PTO-1449 regarding this Information Disclosure Statement has 
been enclosed herewith. 

The drawings have been objected to for failing comply with 37 
CFR § 1.84(p)(4). In particular, reference numeral "24" has been 
used to designate both the bottom surface and the interior cavity. 
The drawings have been amended so that reference numeral — 25 — 
now refers to the interior cavity. In addition, the specification 
has been appropriately amended to reflect this change. 



Claims 1-3 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by United States Patent Application Publication 
US 2003/0081408 to Tai. In particular, the Examiner states: 

"Tai discloses an illuminated container comprising a 
translucent housing [note paras 25 and 29 discloses different 
embodiments as being translucent] having an inside surface, an 
outside surface, a top surface and an interior surface and an 
illumination light source [63] located within the shell. The 
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illumination light includes red, blue and green LEDs [para. 
29] and a controller [printed circuit: para. 29] that varies 
the intensity of the LEDs by turning the diodes on and off. 
Note: the limitations to the wine and ice are not considered 
to be functional recitations. Tai does not disclose the 
device as containing a bottle of wine and a quantity of ice. 
However, it would be possible for a picture [sic], such as the 
one claimed, to contain a bottle of wine and ice in the manner 
claimed. " 

In reviewing Tai carefully, however, it appears that the 
Examiner has mischaracterized Tai in a critical way. In 
particular, it is incorrect that Tai "varies the intensity of the 
LEDs by turning the diodes on and off." In no way does Tai vary 
the intensity of the LEDs. Tai simply switches the LEDs on and 
off. To say that turning the diodes on and off is equivalent to 
varying the intensity is simply incorrect! 

In contrast, the Applicant has disclosed and cited a wine 
chiller that varies the color of the illuminated light emanating 
therefrom by employing a red, a green, and a blue LED, and 
additively producing different colors by controlling the intensity 
of the LEDs. This function is not only clearly distinct from the 
functionality of Tai, but Tai actually teaches away from the 
concept of having more than one colored LED illuminated at the 
same time to additively produce a color. In particular, in 
paragraph 29, Tai specifies that "the three LEDs begin blinking 
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independently" r and states "For example three different colored 
lights (red, green, and blue) can be flashed intermittently. • . 
to generate a Christmas decor". So, even though Tai 
coincidentally refers to red, green, and blue lights, Tai in no 
way intends to use them in the manner disclosed and claimed by the 
Applicant. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations previously 
contained in claims 2 and 3. In particular, claim 1 now recites 
that the illumination source has individually controllable red, 
green, and blue LEDS that are varied in intensity to additively 
vary the color of illumination light emanating from the shell. As 
demonstrated above, this feature is not anticipated by Tai, 
patentably distinguishes the Applicant's invention from Tai, and 
mandates the allowance of claim 1. Accordingly, please remove the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), and enter the allowance of 
claim 1. 

Claim 4 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tai in view of United States Patent No. 
6,793,363 to Jensen. Claim 4 should be allowable as depending 
from allowable claim 1. Please remove the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) of claim 4. 

Claims 5, 8, and 9 have been rejected uner 35 U.S.C. S 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Tai in view of International 
Application WO 93/00849. In particular, the Examiner states: 
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"Tai discloses an illuminated device that may be used to 
chill wine [note above] but does not disclose the claimed 
method. It is well known to chill wine by placing a wine 
bottle vertically in the interior of a large waterproof 
container and surrounding the wine bottle with ice will result 
in the wine chilling. The International Application teaches 
illuminating the wine cooler device by activating an internal 
light source 'results in a particularly decorative or 
attractive effect' [page 3, line 22]. It would be obvious to 
maJce the light source of different colors to further enhance 
the illumination effect. Thus, it would be obvious to use the 
device of Tai to chill wine in the manner claimed as the first 
two steps are well known and the last step has been taught by 
the International Application." 

Claim 5 has been amended to include limitations previously 
contained in claim 9. In particular, claim 5 now contains the 
method step: 

(d) controlling the color of the colored illumination light hy 
varying the relative intensity of the red, green, and blue 
LEDs. 

By this point in the discussion, it should be clear that none of 
the cited references disclose, or suggest such a method step. 
There is absolutely no discussion or suggestion to illuminate the 
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vessel in varying colors by varying the relative intensity of the 
red, green, and blue LEDs. Accordingly, claim 5 is patentable 
over all of the cited art. Please remove the rejection of claim 5 
under 35 U.S.C. S 103(a), and enter the allowance of claim 5 and 
8. 

Claims 6 and 7 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Tai in view of the International 
Application and further in view of Jensen. Claims 6 and 7 should 
be allowable as depending from now allowable claim 5. However, 
claim 6 is allowable for the additional reason that in no way do 
the references suggest a remote controlled, color changing wine 
chiller. As a concept, the Applicant's invention is so far 
outside the realm of what could be expected, that it is truly 
absurd to conclude that it is suggested by the cited references. 
As claimed, then the Applicant's invention is cannot be considered 
obvious in light of the cited references. Please remove the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) and enter the allowance of 
claim 6 and 7. 

In conclusion, the cited art fails to disclose key features of 
the invention as claimed, and similarly fails to even suggest such 
features. Accordingly, please enter the allowance of pending 
claims 1, and 4-8. 
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In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of the 
pending claims are respectfully solicited. Applicant respectfully 
requests that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case.
